The  average  quantities  and  costs  of  the  different  articles  of  clothing 
purchased  "by  fairn  families  of  selected  localities  of  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Missouri 
and  Kansas  are  given  in  this  preliminary  report.     The  data  r/ere  collected  as 
part  of  a  larger  faim  standard  of  living  study  conducted  jointly  hy  the 
Bureaus  of  Agricultural  Economics  and  Home  Economics  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  co'v^ering  the  cost  of  all  the  family  living  m 
approxim.ately  UOOO  farm  homes.     The  various  states  in  which  the  studies  were 
made  cooperated  in  obtaining  the  records,  most  of  the  field  work  "being  done 
either  hy  advanced  students  of  the  state  agricultural  college  or  university, 
or  hy  county  home  demonstration  agents.    All  of  the  data  from  these  studies 
are  being  analyzed  hy  the  two  Bureaus,  and  a  more  comprehensive  report  on 
clothing  expenditures  will  1:0  issued  later  hy  the  Bureau  01  Home  Economics. 

The  studies  were  conducted  'by  the  survey  method,  personal  visits  being 
made  to  each  home,  where  the  homcmaker,  assisted  in  some  cases  "by  memhers  of 
her  family,  gave  the  desired  info 'rmat ion  from  her  memcry  of  the  family  ex- 
.penditures  during  the  period  covered.     The  quantities  and  costs  of  articles 
of  clothing  purchased  during  the  year  were  recorded  separately  for  each  mcmhe 
of  the  family  on  the  schedules  prepared  "by  the  two  Bureaus. 

*Thc  tahulation  of  the  data  for  this  report  was  made  possihle  hy  Webh 
Publishing  Company,  publishers  of  the  Parmer's  Wife,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota. 
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The  records  included  in  this  report  v^ere  obtained  during  the  smmiers 
of  1923  and  192^.     The  data  cover  a  period  of  s  year,  ending  in  Kentucky  in 
June;     Ohio  in  A-i2;ust;  and  Missouri  and  Kansas  in  December,  1923. 

This  study  includes  1337  typical  farm  homes,  representing-:  39S  o^-Tiers, 
hoc  tenants  and  39  hired  men.     The  selection  of  homes  of  any  one  size  or 
level  of  living  \isis  avoided  hy  visiting  all  typical  farrri  homes  vrithin  the 
localities  chosen  for  study.     The  localities  selected  lay  in  Delaware 
County,  Ohio,    Mason  County,  Kentucky;    Lafayette,  Clay,  Saline,  Calla-ay, 
Jackson,  and  Lincoln  Counties,  Missouri;     and  Eiley,  Pratt,  Sedgi^-ick,  and 
Cherokee  Counties,  Kansas.    Each  home  included  in  the  study  had  an  adult 
male  acting  as  the  farm  operator  and  an  adult  female  acting  as  homemakor. 

The  homes  averaged  k.2  persons  per  faiTiily  and  U.5  persons      r  household. 
The  '''family"  includes  parents  and  the  sons  and  daughters  ^.7ho  rrore  at  home 
or  who,  Trhile  away  at  school,  were  supported  from  the  family  purse.  "House- 
hold" includes  in  addition  to  the  fam.ily,  relatives,  hired  help,  and  others 
wiio  received  all  or  part  of  their  support  from  the  family  income*  Relatives, 
hired  help  and  others  are  included  in  Table  1  in  the  total  value  of  family 
living,  and  in  average  clothing  costs  when  their  clothing  v.-as  purchased 
out  of  the  comjnon  f-and.     They  are  not  taken  into  account  in  Tables  2,  3.., 
and  U. 

The  average  cost  01  clothing  per  family,  7:ir,h  the  proportion  tliat  this 
average  cost  is  of  the  average  value  of  all  family  living,  is  given  by 
states,  in  Table  1.     The  average  val-oe  of  all  family  living  includes  food 
and  fuel  furnished  by  the  farm,  and  rent  for  the  house,  as  well  as  money 
expend!  tu-res.

The  average  expenditure  for  clothing  per  family  ranges  from  .$200.90  in 
Kansas  to  $267. 60  in  Missouri,     Since,  hov/cver,  the  average  value  of  all  family 
living  is  highest  in  the  states  having  the  highest  clothing  expenditure,  the 
percentage  v;hich  clothing  foms  of  the  value  of  all  family  living  is  practically 
the  same  in  all  four  states. 

The  number  of  persons  of  both  sexes  in  Tables  3  and  k  is  lov/er  than  the 
actual  number  of  persons  reported  as  composing  the  vamilios  represented  in  the 
study.    For  a  few  individuals  in  each  sex  and  age  groups  figures  for  the  number 
and  price  of  the  different  articles  of  clothing  v/erc  not  obtainable-  Estimates 
of  the  total  cost  of  clothing  for  these  individuals  were  obtained,  and  are  used 
in  determining  the  average  costs  of  clothing  per  family,  presented  in  Table  1. 
But  in  determining  the  average  costs  of  clothing  per  person  by  sex  and  age 
groups,  these  estimates  were  not  considered  sufficiently  accurate  and  x^ore  ex- 
cluded in  Tables  2,3,  and        in  addition  to  lUO  records  of  relatives,  hired 
helpers,  and  others.     Tables  2,  3,  and  k  therefore  include  only  5005  persons 
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v/horeas  Tabic  1  represents  5677  persons.     Thus  about  12  per  cent  of  ?11  the 
estimates  were  disregarded.     Ead  these  figures  been  included  the  average  cost 
of  clothing  would  not  have  been  changed  more  than  .$2.00  for  any  sex  or  age 
group. 

The  age  groups  used  in  Tables  2,  J,  and  k  ^re  based  upon  the  ages  at  7/hich 
clothing  expenditures  tend  to  change  most  markedly,  as  indicated  by  the  analysis 
so  far  made  of  actual  expenditures  and  by  estimation  of  the  probable  influence 
of  such  factors  as  entrance  to  gramm.ar  school,  high  school,  or  college,  extent 
of  social  life,  and  preparation  for  marriage.     The  further  analysis  of  clothing 
expenditures  of  farm  families  now  being  made  by  the  Bureau  of  Home  Economics  may 
lead  to  a  revision  of  these  age  groups,  which  should  be  considered  as  tentative 
only. 

The  average  expenditures  for  clothing  by  sex  and  age  groups,  £nd  the 
relative  costs  for  sons  and  daughters  in  comparison  with  the  average  cost  for 
husband  and  wife,  taken  as  100,  arc  given  in  table  2.

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•The  numlDer  and  percentage  of  persons  purchasing  the  various  articles  of 
clothing,  the  average  number  of  articles  purchased  per  person  and  per  persons 
purchasing,  and  the  average  cost  per  article,  are  given  in  Table  U.     It-  should 
he  noted  that  the  average  number  of  articles  purchased  is  given  both  for  ell 
persons  and  for  all  persons  purchasing.. 

A  fe;7  explanatory  notes  are  necessary  in  order  to  prevent  any  misunder- 
standing of  the  following  tables.    Underwear  for  both  sexes  was  listed  on 
the  schedules  as  fTguj^j^epn  and  "winter"  underwear,  and  is  so  classified  here, 
A  sharp  distinction,  however,  cannot  be  dra^^n  between  summer  and  winter  under- 
wear.   Furthermore,  summer  underwear  was  listed  first  on  the  schedules,  and 
it  is  probable  that  some  of  the  purchases  of  winter  underwear  were  included 
with  the  suinmer.     The  term  underwear  as  here  used  includes,  in  addition  to 
union  suits,  underdrawers  and  undershirts  for  men  and  boys,  and  teddies, 
chemises,  undershirts,  and  drawers  for  women  and  girls. 

There  wqtq  no  purchases  of  pajamas  by  either  sex,  or  of  bathrobes  by  m.en 
or  boys  in  the  families  included  in  this  study. 

The  item  "gloves  and  mittens"  includes  cotton,  leather,  canvas,  and 
woolen  gloves  and  mittens.     Most  of  the  purchases  for  men  and  boys  ^ere 
cotton  mrk  gloves. 

"Miscellaneous"  includes  expenditures  reported  as  incidentals,  and 
minor  articles  of  clothing  such  as  spats,  shoe  polish, dye,  bedroom  slippers, 
purchased  by  only  one  person  in  a  sex  and  age  group. 

Articles  of  clothing  for  infants  were  not  included  on  the  schedules, 
and  all  purchases  recorded  for  infants  were  written  in  by  the  investigators. 
Therefore,  it  is  probable  that  the  number  of  articles  for  infants  are  less 
than  actually  purchased,'

Paid  sewing  for  huslDSnds  and  sons  V7as  listed  on  only  a  few  schedules. 
The  amount  recorded  for  77ives  and  daughters  probably  includes,  in  some  cases, 
paid  sewing  for  the  toioIo  family.     This  would  partly  explain  the  low  amount 
of  paid  sewing  for  men  and  hoys. 

The  following  data  represent  the  annual  clothing  replacements  of  the 
farm  fam.ily.     They  carry  no  suggestion  as  to  the  quality  or  the  variety  of 
the  various  kinds  of  clothing*    No  account  is  taken  of  the  adequacy  of  the 
clothing,  that  is,  the  warmth  and  comfort  which  it  provides,  or  the  sa.tis- 
faction  with  which  it  permits  the  memhers  of  the  family  to  appear  in  public 
groups  or  social  circles.    The  data  represent  families  of  somewhat  different 
types  of  faming  and  many  different  levels  of  living. 

'^0  allowance  has  "been  made  for  the  minor  articles  of  clothing  and  the 
accessories  not  listed.    Unbrellas,  handbags,  purses,  hairnets,  veils, 
thread,  buttons,  etc.,  are  not  accounted  for.    O^ing  to  these  om.issions, 
as  well  as  to  possible  occasional  omissions  of  the  more  regular  articles 
of  clothing,  it  is  probable  that  the  average  costs  per  person  as  given  are 
slightly  below  the  average  of  the  total  airtoonts  actually  expended  for 
Clothing.     The  data  are  presented  as  the  most  complete  available,  with 
the  hope  that  they  may  be  suggestive  of  further  study  by  research  workers 
interested  in  farm  standards  of  living.
